REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herein submit my fourth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. Enrollment, personnel, finan- 
cial data, and statistics relating to the School Milk 
Program are included for your consideration. 

If we are to continue making progress, we must 
consider our most important assets, the teachers. To do 
a job most effectively, they must have the tools and 
materials to work with, and it is necessary to give a 
minimum salary increase if we hope to retain and employ 
qualified and competent teachers. 

This makes the second year that we have had the 
same teaching staff when school opened in the fall. A 
teaching staff that remains constant helps to build a 
better educational program for the boys and girls. 
Teachers are better acquainted with the system and 
able to pick out the weak areas, thus improvements can 
be made as time permits.

Swanville educates a total enrollment of one hundred 
fifty-two (152) boys and girls. One hundred sixteen 
(116) of these are in attendance at the elementary level 
with two attending the special class at th Pierce School 
in Belfast. Thirty-four (34 secondary students are 
attending Crosby High School, one (1) is attending 
Higgins Classical Institute and one (1) is attending 
Morse Memorial School in Brooks. 

If an additional teacher were employed, further 
gains would be made as a sub-primary program could 
be offered in the morning as it is the practice in many 
schools, thus giving the children a head start for grade 
1. In the afternoon this teacher could help with the 
remedial reading in all grades. 

Under the National Defense Education Act, the 
school committee authorized the purchase of a 16mm 
projector, black-out shades, and screen, therefore, per- 
mitting a more extensive program using audio-visual 
materials. Under the same act, science books and a 
chalkboard protractor were purchased. All equipment 
purchased under this act is Subsidizedable at the rate of 
fifty percent (50%). 

In addition to the regular summer cleaning, the 
following repairs were made as recommended by the 
Division of State Fire Prevention; a fire resistive ceiling 
in the custodian’s storage closet, and an electrical outlet 
for the milk cooler. 
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A number of dictionaries were purchased, as well 
as, various textbooks because of increased enrollment 
in some of the grades. 

Increased enrollment, especially at the primray 
level, necessitated the purchase of additional] furniture. 

Having considered the educational aims and ob- 
jectives, the School Committee recommends a_ total 
appropriation of $26,944.75 for the fiscal] year 1963-64, 
an increase of $4,138.99 over last years appropriations 
at the local level. 

A comparative school budget has been included 
with this report to help make comparisons with last 
years request. 

The cooperation of all school personnel is necessary 
if we are to carry out the aims and objectives of the 
school, so I must include the bus driver, custodian, and 
teachers in this report, as they have tried to carry out 
their assignments in the interest of better education. 
When recommendations have been made, they were 
accepted as being constructive and helpful. 

Once again let me remind you that you are welcome 
to contact the Superintendent’s office at any time for 
further information concerning the schools educational 
program, including all phases, such as, the minutes of 
the school committee meetings, school policies, and 
financial statistics. 

In conclusion, I would like to express my apprecia- 
tion to the school committee and other town officials 
for the fine cooperation extended me during the past 
year. For continued improvement, we must have united 
support from all, as education is the concern of every 
citizen.

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COMMENTS 


Year Ended February 2, 1963 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various town officers, of the Town of Swanville, has been 
completed for the year ended February 2, 1963. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained 
by the assessors, selectmen, town clerk, treasurer, excise 
tax collector and tax collector. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
exhibits, texts and schedules. 


CASH 


The cash balance of $277.31 was reconciled with the 
statement furnished by the Depositors Trust Company of 
Belfast, Maine. A review of cash transactions revealed 
all monies recorded by the treasurer was deposited 
with the depository. All expenditures were made by 
checks from warrants issued by the board of selectmen. 


TAX RECEIVABLES 


The current year’s tax assessment of $30,558.30 
was added and compared to the tax commitment. Copies 
of excise tax receipts were added and the total of 
$2,260.44 equaled receipts issued by the town treasurer. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


A review of departmental accounts revealed over- 
drafts in several accounts. The overdrafts exceeded the 
unexpended balances per the following summary. 
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Overdrafts $3,207.98 
Unexpended Balances 402.72 
Net Overdrafis $2,805.26 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 


An appropriation of $4,366.15 from the unappro- 
priated Surplus account was authorized, by the towns- 
people, at the annual Town Meeting. It should be noted 
that the unappropriated Surplus shown in the balance 
sheet is not necessarily all available to be appropriated. 
Part of the unappropriated Surplus is made up from 
delinquent taxes, tax liens and tax acquired property 
that remains on the books year after year. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and reconciled with current 
recorded receipts. The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial_concern. External verifications were 
utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of the treasurer’s receipts and 
deposits as well as expenditures and bank charges. 
Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks Supporting ex- 
penditures were checked for a selected period. 


The records of the annual town meeting were 
reviewed and matters concerning finances were verified 
with the accounting records. Excise tax computations 
and collections were checked on a test basis. Bond 
coverage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial] status of the Town. Audit 
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procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, 
that the accompanying statements and supporting in- 
formation present fairly the financial position of the town 
at February 2, 1963, and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I respectfully submit my fifth annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. Information relating to 
enrollment, personnel, finances, and other general areas 
are included for your consideration. 

School opened in September with only one change 
in our staff. We were very fortunate in acquiring the 
service of Mrs. Frances Bartlett to teach grade 3 and 4. 
Mrs. Bartlett replaces Mrs. Kathleen Knight who has 
accepted a similar position in Northport. Once again, 
I would like to stress the importance of a stable staff, 
for they are the ones who are acquainted with the 
problems of your school and can do much to improve and 
strengthen the educational program.

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Swanville is educating a total enrollment of one 
hundred and forty-four (144) boys and girls. One hun- 
dred and six (106) of these are in attendance at the 
elementary level and _ thirty-eight (88) secondary 
students are attending Crosby High School. 


In the area of instruction new supplementary readers 
were provided as well as library books that are correlated 
with the basic text now being used. The teaching of 
phonetics is being emphasized in the primary grades to 
a much greater extent than is now covered in our basic 
readers. We have provided a physical political globe 
and a set of encyclopedias to implement our social studies 
program. 

The area receiving most attention this year has been 
handwriting or, what some people prefer to call penman- 
ship. Each pupil was provided with a ball point pen and 
each teacher received staff liners, handwriting manuals, 
and perception strips so that we could coordinate our 
program in all grades. A marked improvement has result- 
ed, and we are in hopes that this will continue in other 
areas. 

It will be necessary to eliminate the services of our 
music supervisor next September in as much as Belfast 
will be requiring him full time. Every effort will be made 
to reinstate this program at an early date. Our latest 
addition in music was the recent purchase of a trans- 
cription player for music appreciation. 

In reviewing past records and contacting the Maine 
School Building Authority it was revealed that we were 
not carrying insurance on the contents in the school. 
Having learned of this situation your school committee 
has insured the contents of the school for a minimum of 
protection. 

In addition to the usual summer cleaning, desk tops 
were refinished and doors were installed on the closet in 
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Mr. Hall’s room. A fire extinguisher was purchased for 
the boiler room as suggested by the Maine School Build- 
ing Authority. Last, but not least, was the new sign on 
the exterior of the school depicting the name of the schoo] 
and when it was opened. 

After several meetings of careful thought the pro- 
posed school budget as recommended by the school 
committee will require a total appropriation of $23,972.- 
.(7 for the 1964-65 fiscal year. A decrease of $2,583.97 
under last years appropriation ‘of $26,556.74 at the 
local level. 

A comparative school budget has been included with 
this report to help you make comparisons with last years 
request. 

As stated many times, a school system functions only 
if all the personnel cooperate in carying out the aims and 
objectives of the total program, so I would be remiss if 
I did not take this opportunity to express my personal 
appreciation to all school personnel for the fine job they 
have done in carrying out their assignments. 

Questions concerning your school department will 
be welcome and information will always be made avail- 
able to you if you will call in at the Superintendent’s 
office. | 

As I concude this report, I would like to express my 
appreciation to the school committee and town officials 
for the fine cooperation extended me during the past 
five years. May you continue to function as a united group 
in supporting the educational needs of your boys and 
girls.

February 2, 1963 to February 1, 1964 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Swanville has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
February 1, 1964. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, Tax Collector and Excise Tax Collector. All 
records were maintained -in good order according to 
the uniform accounting system recommended by the 
State Department of Audit. 


The operation for the year showed that the net 
unexpended departmental balances lapsed amounted 
to $1,859.77 per the following summary.

Overdrafts 1,706.32

The appropriation for prior year overdrafts was 
the principal factor contributing to the amount lapsed 
to Surplus.

TAX RECEIVABLES 


Tax receivables totaling $6,665.00 consisted of cur- 
rent year accounts of $6,437.00 and $228.00 unpaid on 
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the 1962 assessment. Excise tax receipts totaled 
$3,067.44 of which $3,053.94 had been deposited with 
the Town Treasurer. At the annual town meeting towns- 
people authorized $800.00 to be appropriated from the 
excise tax to the Poor Account. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $9,252.84, 
an increase of $5,353.36 for the year. The increase was 
occasioned for the most part by the net unexpended 
balances lapsed, the excise tax not appropriated, and 
the overlay. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and reconciled with cur- 
rent recorded receipts. The system of internal control 
Was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. External verifications 
were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness 
of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of the treasurer’s receipts 
and deposits as well as expenditures and bank charges. 
Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks supporting ex- 
penditures were checked for a selected period. 


The records of the annual town meeting were re- 
viewed and matters concerning finances were verified 
with the accounting records. Excise tax computations 
and collections were checked on a test basis. Bond cov- 
erage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
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procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
Sary to develop these statements. 

It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, 
that the accompanying statements and supporting in- 
formation present fairly the financial position of the 


town at February 1, 1964 and the results of its operations 
for the year then ended.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various town officers of the Town of Swanville has been 
completed for the fiscal year ended February 1, 1965. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures.

The fiscal years operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $788.04. 


The principal overdraft was in the Fire Protection 
account of $967.50. 


Taxes receivable totaled $4,009.84 of which $3,735.- 
34 represented uncollected current year account. The 
balance of $274.50 is comprised of unpaid 1963 and 1962 
taxes. 


Tax Liens and Tax Acquired Property accounts 
amounted to $2,661.00 and $772.28 respectively. 


Unappropriated surplus amounted to $10,527.79, 
an increase of $1,265.95 for the year. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and reconciled with current 
recorded receipts. The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 
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matters of financial concern. External verifications were 
utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of 
recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of the treasurer’s receipts 
and deposits as well as expenditures and bank charges. 
Vouchers, payrolls, and cancelled checks supporting 
expenditures were checked for a selected period. 


The records of the annual: town meeting were re- 
viewed and matters concerning finances were verified 
with the accounting records. Excise tax computations 
and collections were checked on a test basis. Bond cover- 
age was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, 
that the accompanying statements and supporting infor- 
mation present fairly the financial position of the town 
at February 1, 1965 and the results of its operations for 
the year then ended.
